funding 

changes:

Crawford County officials 
approved changes in the way 
that the 911 system is funded to 
comply with state law, 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, last week, 
passed a resolution allowing the 
county to collect a monthly sur- 
charge to fund 911 operations. 
The commissioners also amend- 
ed its 911 service plan, allowing 
for the changes. 

County officials made the 
changes to comply with a state 
law that was passed last year. 

Under the changes, the state 
will stop collecting the 911 
wireless surcharge of 29 cents 
on June 30. The surcharge will 
be replaced by a monthly sur- 
charge of 19 cents, which will 
be placed on all communica- 
tions devices including land- 
lines, wireless phones and Voice 
Over Internet Protocols, Internet 
connections capable of connect- 
ing toa 911 system. 

In Crawford County, that 
means that the surcharge, 
approved by voters in 2004 
which accounts for a $4 charge

Instead, the County will 
receive a $2.73 surcharge for 
every communication device 
capable of contacting 911 in the 
county, said Larry Akers, 
Crawford County’s 911 and 
emergency management direc- 
tor.

The changes level the playing 
field for consumers and helps 
provide stable funding for 911 
services, Akers said. Prior to the 
changes, counties could collect 
up to $4 per month for 911 serv- 
ices for landlines, but only 55 
cents for a cellular or wireless 
phone. 

“We were losing a tremendous 
amount of money as people 
were getting rid of their land- 
lines and using cellular or wire- 
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~ 


less phones, so this is more equi- 
table,” Akers said. 

The county will receive 
$390,242 for 911 services. The 
funds will be collected by the 
communications companies, and 


will be funneled through the 


State. 

Each county’s 911 surcharge 
has to be approved by the Public 
Service Commission. 

The landline surcharge would 
have only generated about

$354,700 for the current fiscal 
year. 

“This will keep us up and run- 
ning, and we will not have to 
look at alternative ways to fund 
the 911,” Akers said. 

Statewide, the new surcharge 
will generate about $20.9 mil- 
lion. 

About 82 percent of the fund- 
ing will be distributed to coun- 
ties. The remaining amount col- 
lected will go to fund 911 net- 
work costs for the delivery of 
wireless calls to dispatch cen- 
ters. A 911 training program will 
also be funded, and the 
Michigan State Police will 
receive funding to operate a 
regional dispatch center that 
receives and dispatches baa 
calls. 

Counties may adjust their sur- 
charge annually on July 1, and 
are required to notify the 
Emergency Telephone Service 
Committee of the changes. 

The new state law also 
increases the -penalty for 
improperly using 911 services, 
from a misdemeanor punishable 
by 93 days in jail and a $1,000 
fine, to 180 days in jail and a 
$5,000 fine. The penalty for 
multiple violations was 
increased from a felony punish- 
able by two years in prison and a 
$2,000 fine to two years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine.

“Q The history of Valentine's Day 


As early as the fourth century 
B.C., the Romans engaged in an 
annual young man's rite to pas- 
sage. Names of teenage women 
were placed in a box and drawn 
at random by young men; thus, a 


man was assigned a woman com-_ 


panion for the duration of the 


year, after which another lottery - 


was staged. 

After 800 years of this prac- 
tice, the early church fathers 
sought to put it to an end. They 
found an answer in Valentine, a 
bishop who had been martyred 
some 200 years eartlier near 
Rome in about the year 270 A.D, 

At that time the Roman 
Emperor forbade marriage. The 
emperor felt that married men 
were more emotionally attached 
to their families, and thus, would 
not make good soldiers. So, he 
banned marriage. 

Valentine, a bishop, seeing the 
trauma of young lovers, met 
them in a secret place, and joined 
them in the sacrament of matri- 


‘mony. 


The emperor Jearned of this 
practice and had Valentine arrest- 
ed. On Feb. 24, 270, Valentine 
was executed, 


While Valentine was in prison 
awaiting his fate, he came in con- 


tact with his jailer’s blind daugh- 


ter. 

The jailer requested him to 
heal his daughter and through his 
faith he miraculously restored 
the sight of the blind daughter. 

Just before Valentine's execu- 
tion, he asked for a pen and paper 
from his jailer, and signed a 
farewell message to her "from 
your Valentine," a phrase that 
lived ever after.

We saw the danger of 
such sin before the flood tm 
Genesis 6:5: “SAnd God saw 
that the wickedness of man was 
great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continual- 
ly.” Colossians 3:5 instructs us 
to “SMortify (heretore your 
members which are upon the 
earth: fornication, uncleanness, 
inordinate affection, evil concu- 
piscence, and  covetousness, 
which is idolatry.” The end of 
lustful concupiscence and cov- 
etousness is idolatry.” By harbor- 
ing lust and covetousness within 
our hearts we are giving worship 
to Satan instead of God. We are 
guilty of idolatry. Even 
Christians before they were 
saved were guilty of such things 
according to Ttlus 3:3: “3For 
we ourselves also were some- 
times foolish, disobedient, 
deceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, hateful, and hating one 
another.”

It was opening day of bear hunt- 
ing season and Baldwin resident 
Tim Dusterwinkle was looking 
forward to hunting in the Baraga 
Plains with his five dogs, includ- 
ing Cowboy, a 3 1/2-year-old tree- 
ing walker. 

“We had found some good 
tracks so I let the dogs go and they 
took off. After an hour, they treed 
a bear and I began to walk towards 
where they were barking,” 
Dusterwinkle said, 

The dogs had treed the bear in a 
difficult, hilly area of the western 
Upper Peninsula and it took a 
while for Dusterwinkle to get to 
them. 

“I was about a quarter mile 
away from where the dogs were 
when they stopped barking. I 
thought maybe the bear had gotten 
down and ran away. It happens 
sometimes, and the dogs will then 
take off and try to tree it again. 

“IT didn’t know what had hap- 
pened and came across a few of 
the dogs who had taken off. I 
noticed that Cowboy wasn’t there, 
which was unusual -- he was a 
good dog.” 

Dusterwinkle walked towards 
the tree where the dogs had been. 
and made a gruesome discovery. 

“I found Cowboy in the woods 
dead. It wasn’t pretty -- his hide 
had been torn off and it looked like 
he had been skinned,” he said. 

A wolf was responsible. 

It was a sad day for 
Dusterwinkle and his family. 
Cowboy wasn’t just a hunting dog 
-- he was a pet and he was about 
the same size as a wolf. 

Attacks on dogs by wolves 
aren’t limited to hunting dogs. 
Pets have been killed as well. 

In rural Skandia Township, 15 
miles south of Marquette, a 
woman let her small! dog out to 
play in her front yard. 

She then watched helplessly 
from her kitchen window as a gray 
wolf savagely attacked it and car- 
ried it off.

like the one in Skandia, would be 
able to trap, kill or remove the 
killer gray wolf to save the life of 
their dog or livestock. 

“Had she grabbed her shot gun 
and shot the wolf, she would have 


been in violation of the law,” Prusi 
said of the Skandia woman, “We 
need to give her and other citizens 
the opportunily to protect their 
pets from gray wolf attacks.” 

Prusi said the wolf population 
has proliferated rapidly since their 
failed reintroduction in 1974, 

In 1975, wolves began migrat- 
ing to the Upper Peninsula on their 
own from Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 

An estimated 509 gray wolves 
roam the U.P. The average adult is 
30 inches tall at the shoulder and 
weighs 65 pounds. 

The gray wolf is the only known 
wolf species in Michigan that 
hunts in packs, but there has been 
recent research that indicates the 
presence of eastern wolves in 
Michigan. It’s complicated for the 
Department of Natural Resources 
to say for sure how many eastern 
wolves there are due to interbreed- 
ing with gray wolves and the many 
similarities between the species. 

The wolves eat mainly deer, 
beaver and snowshoe hare and 
sometimes nuts, berries, coyotes 
and grass. 

“These wolves are becoming 
less and Jess afraid of human con- 
tact. They are walking through 
people’s yards in neighborhoods, 
and we need to be able to give cit- 
izens the mechanics needed to 
ensure public safety,” Prusi said. 

Mary Dettlof, public informa- 
tion officer for the DNR, said 
DNR workers shoot and kill 
wolves to control ones that 
become too aggressive and pose a 
danger to humans. 

Dettlof said that the DNR is 
looking at ways to help manage 
the wolf population, including a 
draft wolf management plan that 
allowed citizens to make sugges- 
tions and raise concerns about 
overly aggressive wolves. 

The plan said 75 percent of the 
people surveyed support lethal 
management of wolves. 

Between 1996 and 2006, there 
have been 35 documented wolf 
attacks on dogs. Forty-three per- 
cent of the attacks involved bear- 
hunting dogs. 

In -Michigan’ s history there is 
not a. single ; documented 
attack on a human. 

Matt Pedigo, of Fenton, vice 
president of the Michigan Bear 
Hunters Association, said the 
group based in East Jordan sup- 
ports the bills. 
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“Dogs are private property, and 
this bill would give people the 
right to protect their property. 
Killing the wolf doesn’t necessari- 
ly hurt the recovery efforts of the 
wolf. It may actually help their 


_recovery by making them more 


wary of humans,” Pedigo said. 

According to Pedigo, certain 
wolf packs have been known to 
habitually attack dogs. 

Dennis Fijalkowski, executive 
director of the Michigan Wildlife 
Conservancy in Bath, said he sup- 
ports legislation that would allow 
farmers to protect their livestock 
but has a harder time supporting 
legislation to protect dogs, espe- 
cially hunting dogs. 

“Wolves killing livestock affects 
the ability of farmers to make a 
living -- their existence depends 
on their sheep and cows. They 
should be able to use force to pro- 
tect their livestock,” Fijaikowski 
said. 

He said the legislation is a safe- 
ty valve to keep wolves in check 
and help their population growth 
by deterring them from becoming 
comfortable around humans. 

“Hunting dogs are a different 
story,” Fijalkowski said, “They are 
the same species as wolves and in 
the wolves’ territory. It is natural 
instinct for a wolf to see a dog and 
want to run them out of their terri- 
tory.” 

Fijalkowski said he understands 
why hunters want to protect their 
dogs. “They put a lot of time and 
money into training their dogs. I 
just want to make sure hunters 
won’t be shooting wolves out of 
car windows for no reason.” 

Fijalkowski said Michigan’s 
wolf population needs to be 
addressed especially because 
wolves are roaming the Lower 
Peninsula as far south as the Ohio 
and Indiana borders. 

“What are we going to do when 
wolves are setting up packs in 
rural Oakland County? We can’t 
have wolves living in the suburbs,” 
he said. 

According to  Fijalkowski 
wolves have been present in the 
Lower Peninsula for the past 20 
_ years but the DNR won ’vacknowl- 


wolf \r edge, them. 

“They have their heads” in the 
sand,” he said, “I’ve been doing 
wolf programs all over lower 
Michigan and I’ve had numerous 
people come to me and tell me of 
wolf sightings.”

For example, he said Amish 
farmers in Branch County report- 
ed three gray wolves. 

“They are going to have to deal 
with the problem — soon,” 
Fijalkowski said. 

The Michigan Farm Bureau also 
supports the concepts of the bill 
but would like to see stronger pro- 
vision in the language of the bill. 

Rebecca Park, associate legisla- 
tive counsel for the Farm Bureau, 
said the organization takes issue 
with allowing force only when the 
wolf is attacking an animal. 

“We would like to see some pro- 
tection for livestock before the 
attack takes place, not while it’s 
going on. We want to allow farm- 
ers the tools necessary to protect 
their livelthood,” she said. - 

According to the DNR, only the 
department has the power to 
change the regulations regarding 
management of wolves, It got that 
authority when the wolves were 
taken off the threatened species 
list by the federal government. 

Prusi, the Ishpeming senator, 
said changing the regulations will 
be something he and the DNR will 
hash out in committee. 

Another problem facing the leg- 
islation is deciding necessary cri- 
teria to ensure the safety of wolves 
that don’t threaten dogs and live- 
stock. 

“People who kill a wolf will 
need to contact the DNR and 
prove through some way that their 
animal was attacked,” Prusi said. 

The bill has bipartisan support. 
Similar legislation was introduced 
in the House and would give the 
public the same rights to trap, kill 
or remove gray wolves that attack 
dogs and livestock. 

Prusi said, “It’s a real issue for 
our constituents, and many of the 
people we represent have been 
affected by wolf attacks.” 

The gray wolf is currently listed 
as a state threatened species. The 
DNR is in the process of delisting 
the wolves.

Curb on coin scams proposed

Not all that glitters is gold, and 
not every shiny new coin is a wise 
investment -- not even, say, a $5 
Elvis Presley commemorative 
coin issued by the Marshall 
Islands. 

But many unsophisticated coin 
investors and collectors don’t 
understand that, according to a 
Macomb County lawmaker. 

Rep. Steve Bieda, D-Warren, 
wants to extend Michigan’s con- 
sumer protection law to compa- 
nies and foreign governments that 
advertise coins as “legal tender” 
when those items aren’t U.S. coins 
currently in circulation. 

“If something is called a ‘coin,’ 
it has face value or denomination, 
and there’s the assumption you 
can use it as money in the country 
of origin or redeem it at the 
exchange rate,” Bieda said. 

“Sometimes you can’t use them 
as money even in the entity that 
produced them,” he said. 

Bieda’s new proposal would 
require mints, issuers or foreign 
governments that advertise in 
Michigan to “clearly and conspic- 
uously disclose” that such coins 
“cannot be exchanged or 
redeemed at face value for U.S. 
currency in the United States.” 
That requirement wouldn’t apply 
to advertising by coin dealers in 
the state. 

Non-collectors and casual col- 
lectors are the most common pur- 
chasers, often enticed by the 
prospect of profit. 

Lansing coin dealer Patrick 
Heller said people are disappoint-

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ed when they come to his store to 
sell such items. 

“In most instances, enough time 
has passed that they feel like, well, 
“we didn’t make such a sensible 
purchase but there’s nothing we 
can do about it now,” said Heller, 
president of Liberty Coin Service. 

Wendell Wolka, a member of 
the American Numismatic 
Association board of governors, 
said the only way a coin will 
increase in worth is if the value of 
its metal rises or if it has collector 
value. His organization represents 
coHectors and dealers. 

“People should collect them 
because they like them, not 
because they expect to make a for- 
tune,’ said Wolka, of Greenwood, 
Ind. 

As an example of what he labels 
a “scam,” Bieda cites the Marshall 
Islands, a now-independent for- 
mer U.S. trust territory in the 
North Pacific Ocean with about 
62,000 residents. 

Its commemorative issues 
include $10 coins honoring the 
“heroes of D-Day,” “heroes of the 
Philippines” and “heroes of Desert 
Storm” and $5 coins commemo- 
rating the space shuttle Discovery. 

Bieda, a collector himself, said, 
“T’ve had a couple of pieces” from 
the Marshall Islands, adding,

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but I recognize them for what they 
are.” 

Heller added, “The Marshal! 
Island coins aren’t even legal ten- 
der in the Marshall Islands.” 

Heller said another “violator” is 
the Commonwealth of the 
Northern Mariana Islands, a U.S.

trust territory in the Pacific that 
uses U.S. currency. “It’s technical- 
ly part of the U.S. and doesn’t 
have the authority to sponsor such 
an issue.” 

Among its coins are ones honor- 
ing scientist Albert Einstein, Pope 
Paul If and “endless love.” 

In 2004, a New York judge 
ordered an end to deceptive adver- 
tising for its so-called “Freedom 
Dollar” that carried the image of 
the former World Trade Center, 
the slogan "We Will Never Forget” 
and the coat of arms of the 
Northern Mariana Islands. 

The private company that mint- 
ed and marketed the coins, with 
authorization from the Northern 
Mariana Islands government, was 
assessed almost $370,000 in civil 
penalties in 2005 and refunded 
more than $2 million to defrauded 
consumers. 

The advertising, telemarketing 
and sale of coins and similar items 
to collectors and investors periodi- 
cally provoke complaints about 
deceptive business practices ang 
fraud. " 

For example, last .year ie 
Federal Trade Commission inves- 
ligated complaints that a national 
mail order firm failed to adequate- 
ly disclose its practice of sending 
coins on approval to customers. 
The FTC took no formal action 
after the company revised its 
advertisements and other business 
practices, 

Other cases have led to nina 
convictions and partial restitution 
to cheated collectors. 

Bieda’s bill is awaiting action in 
the House Judiciary Committee.
